— With 
voters divided over whether 
President Nixon should serve 
out his term, House investiga­ 
tors were placed under growing 
pressure today to expedite an 
inquiry of impeachment. 
Speaker Carl Albert, D-Okla., 
said “speed is secondary to 
accuracy and thoroughness, but 
the 
very 
nature 
of 
(the 
investigation) i n d i c a t e s it 
should be expedited.” He set no 
deadline but expressed hope for 
a report “as early as possible.” 
A special staff headed by 
former 
Justice 
Department 
official John Doar has been 
assembled to handle a secretive 
investigation into whether there 
are legal .grounds for impeach­ 
ment of the President. 
Congressmen back from a 
month-long recess reported a 
mixture of opinions on Water­ 
gate, but a desire, in the words 
of House Republican Leader 
John J. Rhodes, R-Ariz., to 
“have this over and done 
with.” 
A Gallup poll released today 
showed 
an 
even 
split 
on 
whether Nixon should resign— 
'46 per cent saying yes and 46 
per cent no—in a survey taken 
Jan. 4-7. When asked if they 
favored 
impeachment, 
those 
polled were against it by a 
margin of 53 per cent to 37 per 
cent according to the Gallup 
survey. 
A Harris poll conducted Jan. 
7-10 included a question wheth­ 
er Nixon should be impeached 
if he was found negligent by 
Judge John J. Sirica in “the 
care he took of the Watergate 
tapes.** 
In that case, the Harris 
organization said, 48 per cent 
favored impeachment with 40 
per cent against. 
Senate 
Republican 
Leader 
Hugh Scott said Sunday he had 
seen information, which would 
clear the President of some 
allegations in connection with 
Watergate but that the White 
House had declined to make it 
public. A presidential spokes­ 
man turned away questions 
about Scott’s comment. 
On the impeachment ques­ 
tion, Sen. Charles H. Percy, R- 
111., expressed doubt that a two- 
thirds majority existed in the 
Senate to convict the President 
if the House voted impeach­ 
ment. 
But Percy said “ impeach­ 
ment 
pressure 
is 
getting 
stronger, more organized and 
more vocal.” 
He added: “The American 
people do not want to see a 
President impeached but they 
also do not want to see any 
man above the law, and they 
want punishment if punishment 
is due.”

Indiana Guard To Train 
At Atterbury9 Save Fuel 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — The 
Indiana National Guard 38th 
Infantry Division will train this 
summer at Camp Atterbury in 
order to conserve fuel that 
would be required for the an­ 
nual summer trip to Camp 
Grayling, Mich. 
Governor Bowen announced 
the change as a fuel-saving 
measure today. He said it would 
save more than 120.000 gallons 
of fuel normally used to take 
the guardsmen to and from 
Michigan. 
“ I am advised that a tempo­ 
rary change in the training lo­ 
cation will not detract from the 
combat effectiveness of the divi­ 
sion,” Bowen said. “ But over 
the long haul, it is important 
that its readiness be maintain­ 
ed, since greater reliance is be­ 
ing placed by the Defense De­ 
partment on guard and reserve 
units.” 
R^imen said that because the 
training area at Grayling is 
“substantially larger and can 
accommodate more diversified 
training maneuvers,” the state 
would plan on resuming train­ 
ing at the Michigan base in 
1975. 


About 8,300 men from Indiana 
are members of the division. 
Maj. Gen. Robert G. Moor­ 
head, commanding officer of the 
division, said his staff will ad­ 
just the training plans to com­ 
ply with the Bowen decision. 
Moorhead indicated that some 
positive benefits would result 
from the change “by encourag­ 
ing unit commanders to better 
use available resources and give 
increased individual attention 
to their units.” 
In addition to the Indiana 
guardsmen, about 8,000 others 
from mid western states are 
scheduled to train at Atterbury 
this summer.

Would that there could be a Jéanne Dixon to 
predict for the Rush County farmers! The news that 
is released by the “experts” is a bit confusing. 
Some are predicting a depression 
others in­ 
flation. .and very few feel that 1974 will bring an 
unchanged agricultural situation. 
Richard Lyng. president of the American Meat 
Institute feels that Americans will continue to eat 
more meat and that there will be no shortage of 
meat next year. Due to many uncertainties and 
due to the fact that it takes at least 6 months to 
fatten out a full grown feeder calf, many Rush 
County farmers avoided taking the gamble of in­ 
vesting in feeder calves last fall Many are raising 
their own. and for the first time, it is possible to see 
many many herds of cattle on farms here Most of 
these are not dairy cattle, but cattle raised for 
future meat markets 
Last fall the Agricultural Stabilization and 
Conservation Service in Rush County added up the 
planted acreage in Rush County for 1973. Farms 
which participated in government programs and 
ais i non-participating farm s reported their 
acreage This represented 93 per cent of all land 
cultivated There were84.433 acres planted in corn. 
66.886 planted in soybeans, and 11.034 planted in 
wheat T<- make the report 100 per cent accurate, 
add 5,000 additional acres of corn. 4.'000 acres of 
soybeans, and 500 acres of wheat. This would 
represent the 7 per cent not reporting. 
This next year there will be no additional wheat 
payments made by the government All round grain 
bins which were owned by Commodity Credit 
Corporation in Indiana have been sold, which puts 
the government out of the grain storage operation. 
The sale in Indiana was conducted by the 
Agricultural Stabilization and Conservation Ser­ 
vice. and 4.456 bins in Indiana were sold A few? left 
in Northern Indiana will be sold in the spring.

Although Majority Rules in a 
republic, it does not mean that 
they are always right, and 
minority rights must be con­ 
sidered. 
Most Hoosier legislators make 
a serious attempt to determine 
the wishes of a majority of 
constituents 
on 
any 
given 
question, and to balance them 
against what is best for the 
state. Not always will your 
legislator vote for the wishes 
of a majority of his con­ 
stituents, but, the average voter 
does carry considerable weight 
when time is taken to express 
opinions. 
One of the many doing a good 
job in determining opinions is 
Representative S t c p h e n G. 
Moberly, with the co-operation 
of the Shelbyville News. Prior 
to the start of this session, I 
was invited to a series of public 
meetings held by Moberly in, all 
sections of his district. He 
sought public input into the 
legislative proeess. Recently, he 
p u b l i s h e d a questionnaire 
seeking answers to many im­ 
portant questions facing the 
legislators. 
The practice 
is 
followed 
by 
most 
Hoosier 
Congressmen, and results arc 
always interesting. 
Repeal of the phosphate ban 
in detergents passed the House 
with little of the emotions 
demonstrated in past debates on 
t h e 
controversial 
question. 
Almost all of the pressure for 
action on the ban came from, 
manufacturers 
rather 
than 
consumers. The bill will face a 
tough time in the Senate where 
it failed in the last long session. 
There is some evidence that 
phosphate 
content 
of 
raw 
sewage in Indiana has been 
reduced 
more 
than 
could 
reasonably be expected durirv? 
the short time the ban has been 
in effect, 
Senator Frank O’Bannon told 
me he had received few letters 
on the subject, evidencing a 
lack of concern by housewives. 
This is evidenced in the almost 
even distribution in Moberly*s 
poll, with 1.51 favoring repeal 
and 120 against. 
Senate debate on a resolution 
requesting 
a 
Constitutional 
convention to draft an anti- 
busing amendment was long. 
Most Senators took to the floor 
to explain their vote, pointing 
out quality education was the 
real goal, not improved by 
busing and not dependent upon 
physical facilities of schools. 
During the debate, a large table 
collapsed with the sound of a 
bomb, weakened by the move 
to temporary quarters. 
There has never been a 
Constitutitional Convention, and 
ti is doubtful that one ever will 
be convened. Once in session, 
scope of such a convention 
could not be limited to one 
subject, and they could rewrite 
the 
entire 
Constitution 
for 
resubmission to states. 
If and when enough states call 
for such a convention, Congress 
finally wakes-up to the will of 
the people, and. drafts 
an 
amendment. Moberly’s 
poll 
showed 226 against the General 
Assembly enacting newr laws to 
desegregate schools as man­ 
dated by Federal Judge S. Hugh 
Di.ll.in. If the General Assembly 
d o e s 
n o t 
a c t 
u p o n 
desegregation. Dillin has served 
notice he will do it for them. 
Heard around the legislative 


halls were comments like “let 
Dillin enforce his own laws that 
he makes.” 
National, .polls disclose public 
confidence in political parties 
and public officials is at an all 
time 
low. 
Two 
results 
in 
Moberly’s poll appear to show 
the same situation in. Indiana. 
Some 199 favor electing the 
superintendent of public in­ 
struction. Legislation well on 
the way to passage would make 
this office a four year term 
elected for the same period as 
the Governor. 
The legislature has the final 
say on qualifications, tenure 
and method of selection under 
a 
Constitutional 
amendment 
ratified by Hoosier voters. It 
was sold on the idea of taking 
the office out of politics and 
making it a professional ap­ 
pointment. Both political parties 
fa i or returning it to the ballot 
and to the party convention 
nomination status. 
Moberly’s 
poll 
shows

favoring 
direct 
primairy 
nomination of candidates for U. 
S.. Senate, Governor and. other 
state offices, with almost even 
division of votes on a law 
requiring public disclosure of 
personal finances. 
At one time Indiana did make 
such selection, and changed due 
to abuse. Both political parties 
are against returning to such 
selection, understandably and 
perhaps selfishly. It sounds 
good on the surface, but can. 
be subject to more abuse than 
the present political system. All 
that is accomplished is to turn 
the selection process over to 
s t a t e w i d e organization not 
answerable 
to 
the 
general 
public. 
In the past, the WCTU and 
Klu Klux Klan made the selec­ 
tion 
rather than Republicans 
and Democrats. It costs money 
to gain statewide recognition.

It’s not true, for 
example, that high-protein foods 
and fruits have no calories. Or
